Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973. 

It  was  thought  that  the  report  for  1972  would  be  the  last  owing  to 
re-organisation  but  we  have  been  able  to  produce  a  shortened  report  for 
1973  as  a  matter  of  completeness. 

Total  live  births  in  the  year  numbered  71.  This  gives  a  crude  live 
birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  of  10.5.  When 
standardised  so  that  the  figure  can  be  compared  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales  we  got  a  figure  of  13.9.  The  Birth  Rate  fox'  England  and  Wales  was 
13.7.  The  standardised  Birth  Rate  thus  remains  slightly  above  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  live  births  amounted  to  15/2  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  $$>.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
births  in  the  district  last  year  was  r$. 

There  were  133  deaths  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  crude  death  rate 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  of  19.7. 

When  standardised  for  comparative  purposes,  we  obtain  a  standardised 
death  rate  of  12.4  per  thousand  standard  population.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12.0  per  thousand  population. 

This  follows  the  general  trend  for  the  Standardised  Death  Rate  to  be 
above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  one  infant  death  in  1973,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
per  1,000  total  live  births  of  I4.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  17. 

There  were  23  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1973.  This  is  in  keeping  with 
the  figures  of  recent  years 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  in  men  was  Coronary  Type  Heart  Disease. 
The  next  commonest  causes  were  equally  Cerebro  Vascular  Disease  and 
Malignant  Disease  (excluding  Leukaemia). 

In  women  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Coronary  Type  Heart  Disease 
and  then  Malignant  Disease  (exluding  Leukaemia), 

Only  a  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  Mr.  Long  and  Staff  for  all  their 
help  through  the  year.  Also  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health 

Department.

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General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

Laboratory  Facilities 


These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln. 

Samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  items  are  subjected 
to  bacteriological  testing.  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.G.  Wallace 
and  staff  for  all  their  help  through  the  year. 


Clinic  Provisions o 

A  Health  Clinic  for  infants  and  toddlers  is  provided,  where  the 
mother  is  advised  about  the  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent 
development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  5  years  when  it 
starts  school.  Immunization  is  provided  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  t etanus,  poliomyelitis  and  measles.  Also  against  smallpox  for 
those  who  may  need  it. 

The  Cytology  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  on  a  Thursday  morning 
once  a  month.  There  is  a  good  demand  for  this  clinic.  As  well  as  new 
patients  attending,  the  Doctor  is  getting  patients  attending  for  5 
yearly  repeat  examinations. 


At  the  Clinic,  a  specimen  is  taken  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  by 
scraping.  Prom  this  sample  the  laboratory  can  check  whether  the  body 
tissues  in  the  area  are  showing  abnormal  growth.  This  enables  the 
occasional  case  which  is  potentially  malignant  to  be  dealt  with  before 
it  has  shown  really  malignant  changes. 

To  be  really  effective  the  Cytology  examination  should  be  carried 
out  on  every  woman  in  the  population  and  at  regular  intervals,  but 
particularly  in  the  age  groups  35-65  years.  To  help  get  a  coraprehensivi 
coverage  of  the  population  the  District  Nurses  have  been  trained  to  til 
cervical  smears  from  persons  in  their  own  homes,  when  for  some  particui 
reason  they  are  not  able  to  get  up  to  the  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  held  by  a  lady  doctor  and  patients  at  the  same  time 
are  given  an  internal  examination  and  a  breast  examination. 

An  appointment  can  be  made  by  either  posting  a  request  to  the 
Ciinic,  97,  Victoria  Road,  Mablethorpe  or  by  leaving  a  message  on  the 
robophonc,  Mablethorpe  3353. 


The  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  classes  have  been  suspended  as  a 
temporary  measure  as  a  result  of  staff  shortage  and  also  lack  of  suppor 

Chiropody  sessions  for  the  elderly  are  held  by  appoints nt.  The 
Social  Services  has  opened  a  branch  office  upstairs  at  the  Clinic  97 
ictoria  Road,  Mablethorpe.  It  is  open  to  the  public  on  a  Tuesday  and 
a  Thursday  from  9.30.  a.m.  -  12.  mid  day.

I  have  pleasure  in  present ins  my  report  for  1973,  dealing  with  the 
environmental  health  services,  for  inclusion  in  the  Medical  Officer  s  Annual 
Report  for  the  same  period. 

This  is  the  final  report  to  be  presented  to  the  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton 
Urban  District  Council.  As  from  the  1st  April,  1974  the  Urban  District  ceases 
to  exist  and  becomes  part  of  the  East  Lindsey  District  Council  and  so  Local 
Government  history  is  written. 

For  the  36th  year  of  contributing  to  the  annual  report,  I  Lad  intended  co 
look  back  on  a  life-time’s  work  and  quote  statistics  showing  ihe  progress  made 
over  the  years,  but  nothing  can  be  gained  by  looking  back  ards.  however,  1 
did  re-read  the  annual  reports  dating  back  lo  1926  and  found  that  therein,  is  a 
complete  year  by  year  record  of  the  progress  made  in  the  field  o.  Public  .  ealtn. 

The  provision  of  public  water  supplies  and  sewers,  the  gradual  conversion^ 
of  pail  closets  to  water  closets,  the  abolition  of  cesspools,  the  collection  Oi 
house  and  trade  refuse  from  the  horse  and  cart  era  to  the  present  modern  system, 
the  disposal  of  refuse  by  burning  to  proper  control  tipping,  the  improvement  of 
milk  supplies  from  the  untreated  raw  milk  delivered  by  hand  milk  pails  into  jugs 
and  basins  to  the  modern  heat  treated  milk  supply  now  available,  the  drama  ic 
improvement  in  food  hygiene,  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  milk  and  u,  , 
the  development  of  food  preservation  from  the  days  of  salting  the  pig  to  .he 
modern  deep  freezing,  house  building  and  house  improvements  -  the  improvement 
in  working  conditions  in  all  types  of  trade  and  industry. 

The  ability  of  Local  Government  and  its  staff  to  cope  with  conditions  of 
war,  the  East  Coast  Flood  of  1953,  recessions  and  good  times  are  among  items 
shown  in  these  reports  and  I  would  commend  students  or  anyone  interested  m 
the  history  of  the  Urban  District  to  read  them. 

Following  these  basic  improvements  in  the  town  life,  came  the  quick 
development  of  the  past  ten  years  with  its  bungalows,  houses  and  chalet  estates 
and  the  desirable  improvement  in  the  Holiday  Industry  with  its  large  caravan 

sites. 

So  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  Urban  District,  for  which  so  many  Councillors 
and  staff  have  served  the  community  so  well  for  the  past  fifty  years.  As  I  have 
said  earlier  nothing  can  be  achieved  by  looking  back,  so  the  statistics  remain 
written  in  the  annual  reports,  whilst  we  that  are  left  and  the  young  pel 
entering  the  service  look  forward  to  the  exciting  new  opportunities  that 
present  themselves  to  the  members  and  staff  of  the  new  authon  y. 

To  conclude  this  preface  to  the  last  annual  report,  I  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  many  Chairmen  and  all  Members  of  the  Public  Healtn  and  .lousing 
Committees  for  their  continued  support  and  help  throughout  ,he  long  years  we 

have  worked  together. 

I  sincerely  thank  Dr.  J.  E.  Lee,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  hie  kindness, 
his  gentlemanly  consideration,  full  loyal  support  during  the 

together.  1  am  also  most  grateful  for  the  oo-operation  and  help  of  the  -met 
Officers  and  staff  of  the  Urban  District  during  the  past  years.

Water  Stipply 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year.  Difficulties  did  arise  during  theearly  part  of  1974  due  to  a  collapse 
in  the  bore  at  the  Maltby  works,  this  was  quickly  put  right  by  the  Water  Board. 
Thesehappenings  give  a  sharp  reminder  that  constant  vigilance  is  always  required. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Works 

The  new  works  are  producing  a  good  effluent,  but  they  are  proving  to  be 
quite  expensive  to  run  and  maintain.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  works  are 
situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  area  and  that  they  are  being  efficiently  and 
properly  maintained,  several  complaints  of  smells  have  been  received,  particularly 
during  the  heat  treatment  process.  This  nuisance  has  yet  to  be  resolved.  The  flat 
nature  of  the  area  does  cause  an  unusual  number  of  obstructed  drains  and  sewers.

Sewer  Extensions 

Several  new  lengths  of  sewer  have  been  laid  on  the  new  housing  estates, 
but  once  again  I  draw  attention  to  the  serious  need  for  sewers  inthe  Grift 
Bank  and  White  Row  Lane  areas.  I  am  very  disappointed  that  these  schemes  have 
once  again  been  delayed  by  the  economic  situation  and  I  would  commend  to  the 
new  authority  to  look  at  these  schemes  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  As  I  mentioned  in  last  years  report,  an  additional  refuse 
collection  vehicle  and  collection  should  be  introduced  into  the  system.  The 
growth  of  the  town  and  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  is  such  that  the 
present  system  cannot  cope  without  long  hours  of  overtime,  particularly  during  the 
peak  season.  A  new  lorry  has  been  ordered  but  it  is  unlikely  it  will  be  delivered 
before  the  end  of  April.  In  the  meantime,  no  doubt,  the  new  Authority  will 
introduce  some  form  of  bonus  system,  thereby  encouraging  the  men  to  maintain  the 
weekly  collection. of  refuse. 
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The  present  method  of  disposal  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  and  hascaused  no  particular  problems.  I  can  foireee  some  complaints 
from  the  surrounding  areas  owing  to  a  new  bungalow  estate  being  developed 
in  cIosb  proximity  to  the  tipping  site.

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Poisonous  Waste  Act,  1972 


Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  proper  disposal  of  poisonous  wastes 
in  accordance  with  the  above  Act.  The  factories  concerned  have  been  inspected 
and  conference  called  with  management.  In  one  case,  it  was  found  necessary 
for  the  poisonous  waste  to  be  dealt  with  by  disposal  through  the  Humberside 
Waste  Company  who  in  turn  arranged  for  this  poisonous  material  to  be  taken 
to  safe  tippinggrounds  in  the  South  of  England.

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HOUSING 


Improvement  Grants 

Since  the  scheme  started  a  total  of  £80,333.50  has  been  granted  to 
the  end  of  the  year.  This  has  been  granted  for  227  discretionary  grants  and 
52  Standard  grants. 

This  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
grants ,39  as  against  thirty  last  year.  A  large  number  of  enquiries  have 
been  made,  but  once  again  so  many  people  think  that  grants  are  made  for 
repairs  and  as  I  mentioned  last  year ,  this  does  cause  some  concern  to  the 
applicants,  when  it  is  turned  down,  particularly  in  view  of  the  rather 
mis-leading  publicity  given  to  improvement  grants. 

I  am  conscious  of  the  fact  that  some  people  are  taking  advantage  of 
these  improvement  grants  to  make  a  profit,  but  at  long  last  the  Government 
have  given  the  necessary  powers  to  control  the  matter.  These  powers  are 
being  used  well  by  the  Housing  Committee.

The  number  of  applications  remain  approximately  the  same  as  last  year 
and  so  does  the  turnover  of  houses.  This  gives  a  waiting  period  of  approximately 
two  to  three  years  for  normal  cases. 

Once  again,  the  Social  Services  Department  have  made  many  requests  far 
help,  but  unfortunately  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  resources  we  have  not 
been  able  to  help  in  every  case,  regard  must  be  had  to  our  local  people.  The 
exchange  with  other  Authorities  continues  to  be  popular  but  in  every  case  we 
have  received  retired  people,  which  adds  to  the  problem  of  an  ageing  population. 

The  amount  of  repairs  continues  to  be  about  the  same  although  the  costs 
have  risen  to  at  least  5C^  more  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  labour  and 

materials. 
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Movable  Dwellings 


(a)  The  Caravan  industry  has  again  catered  for  large  numbers  of  holiday 
makers.  Generally  speaking,  I  consider  the  sites  are  well  conducted,  and 
in  general  terms  comply  with  licence  conditions.  There  is,  however,  one 
site  that  has  become  overcrowded  and  will  need  attention. 

I  again  appeal  to  caravan  owners  to  provide  in  each  caravan  a  small 
fire  extinguisher.  This  will  add  to  the  general  safety  on  the  caravan 
sites. 

(b)  Tents 


The  established  tenting  sites  did  cope  with  large  numbers  of  tents 
during  the  peak  period,  but  they  were  obviously  overcrov/ded  at  the  peak 
holiday  weeks.  Here  again,  I  stress  the  need  for  fire  extinguishers  to  be 
carried  by  tenters. 

(c)  General 

I  again  repeat  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  for  the  Local  Authori' 
and  the  Planning  Authorities  to  seriously  consider  the  allocation  of  land 
for  both  touring  caravans  and  tents.  In  my  opinion  these  sites  should  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  effect  of  not  having 
adequate  sites  for  these  purposes  is  to  cause  overcrowding  on  the  permaner 
caravan  and  tenting  sites. 

Chalet  Development 

The  chalet  development  continues  to  increase  bringing  with  it 
facilities  such  as  swimming  pools,  paddling  pools,  clubs,  shops  and  cafes 
All  these  facilities  have  increased  the  work  of  the  department  and  in 
particular  the  collection  of  refuse. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk 


The  milk  supplies  of  the  district  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council  and  I  am  informed  by  the  County  Health  Inspector  that  all 
samples  and  routine  checks  at  the  dairies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  use  of  cartoned  milk  has  increased,  particularly  on  the  carava 
sites  and  supermarkets.  Apart  from  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse 
to  be  collected  no  adverse  comment  can  be  made  of  this  development.  No 
complaints  have  been  received.

Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stallsand  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 

These  regulations  have  been  complied  with  throughout  the  district.  There, 
is  however,  a  tendency  for  this  type  of  trader  to  become  slack  in  provisions 
of  hot  water  et^c,,  on  the  vehicles  unless  constant  attention  and  reminders  are 
sent  to  them. 

Remarks 


The  supervision  of  all  food  premises  and  retail  food  outlets  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.  At  the  beginning  and  towards  the  end  of  each  summer  season 
the  owner  of  food  premises  are  circulated  with  publicity  material  reminding 
them  of  their  responsibility  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Particular  reference  is  made  each  year  to  the  need  for  proper  and  careful 
stock  ^rotation.  In  spite  of  this,  I  still  receive  a  number  of  complaints 
of  mould  in  food. 

With  the  quality  of  labour  available,  particularly  in  the  seaside 
resorts,  the  message  of  stock  control  and  food  hygiene  in  particular  is 
very  difficult  to  get  across. 
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
